Were a message to be recorded toward the end of 
the tape because, under unusual circumstances, almost the entire 
length of the tape had been used before he got around to revers- 
ing the tape, that message could stay on the tape for a long 
time because it might be weeks before messages would again 
accumulate to that point on the tape and thus override (erase) 
the end-of-the-tape message recorded earlier. That is so because 
normally he reverses the tape with only a small percentage of the 
tape length expended for the recording of incoming messages. 


He said that his Record-A-Call also enables him to 
screen calls, When his telephone number is dialed, there is a 
single ring (when the machine is connected), He can then pick 
up the receiver, assuming he is at home, listen to his recorded 
message with the caller (without the caller knowing he has picked 
up the receiver), then identify himself to the caller as the 
caller leaves his message and from that point carry on a standard 
telephone conversation. If he decides, having heard the caller's 
voice, that he does not want to converse with him, he says nothing 
and hangs up the phone, again undetected by the caller. As some 
Callers resent xecorded messages, will not leave a message in 
response to one, and even hang up as soon as or shortly after a 
recorded message begins, he can, should he be expecting a 
particular call or just for the hell of it, interrupt and 
override his recorded message to advise a caller not to hang 
up, that he is at home and that they can talk as soon as his
